A folder sent out by a company of investment bankers explains 
th at IKinds are the only things which the “cheap” money of today 
will buy more of than the same amount of money liought iii 1914. 
Just before the war the dollar would buy IOO cents’ worth of com­ 
modities, but it will purchase 121 cents’ worth of bonds. 
Of course, the public cannot go w ithout necessaries simply be­ 
cause the dollar purchases such a comparatively small amount of 
them. Rut when it comes to luxuries, the figures should point the 
way to a little wise restraint. 
Rut into simple term s, conditions are such th at $820 spent for 
non-essentials will buy about as much as $369 would buy liefore 
the war. Rut into long term bonds at the average prevailing price 
of 20 active issues, the $820 will buy bonds worth $1,120. As l»oth 
bonds and goods approach normal prices, tile $820 worth of bonds 
will l>ecoii»e exchangeable for $1,120 worth of goods.

ENGINEERS AND ROADS 
The engineering societies of two cities are proposing to study 
Ute failure ol a stretch of pavement between them. A joint com­ 
m ittee from the two societies has been appointed to investigate and 
report conditions from the engineering standpoint. These engin­ 
eers are going to lim! out, if possible, why th e paving which was 
expected to give good service for many years should so soon have 
disintegrated into a bumpy mess.

The serious study of such problems by engineering societies 
ought to lie productive of some light on the best methods to pursue 
under given conditions.
